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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's cancellation of claims 1-97 in Paper No. 5, and election of Group I, 
claims 98-113,129-131,135,167-175 in Paper No. 8 is acknowledged. Claims 114- 
128,132-134,136-166,176-194 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out 
the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Specification 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Reference character "42" has been used to designate both load cell and shaft on page 
25, lines 8,9; 

reference character "7" has been used to designate both head and arm on page 22, 
lines 5,10; 

reference character "88" has been used to designate both fluid chamber and 
transmission membrane on page 30, lines 5,7,8,9. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the following elements: 
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tool body, a respective displacement device, body fluid pressure transmission 
means, and head fluid pressure transmission means must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 98-113,129-131.135,167-175 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112. second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 98,167,173, lines 1,2, the expression "abrading or polishing" is unclear which 
element applicant is referring to. 

In claim 129, lines 4.6,9,11, the expression "a mechanical arrangement" is unclear. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 98-113.129-131, 135, 167-175 would be allowable if rewritten or 
amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set 
forth in this Office action.
